OF OFFENCES AND PUNISHMENTS, 


' Sge'rrow Í, "Ehe: punishments of the Institatioiare wholly 
of a moral nature, and are admonition, private and public, 
extra study, degradation, reporting to parents and guardians, 
vompulsory dismission, and expulsion. 


Secrion 2. Admonition may be appin oy any governing 
officer of the College, forany of the minor offences, either prir ' 
vately or before the class of the offender; and by. the Faculty 
before: their own. body, before his class, or before the whole 
body of Students assembled for prayers. 


Secriox 3, Any Instructor may require any mémber of hig 
class to prepare himself, by extra study, to recite again on ` 
‘any portion of his studies in which he is greatly deficient. 
When a Student appéarsto disadvaritage, in any of his era- 
ininations, the Faculty may order him; by extra study, in the 
Vacation or other time, to review his studies, and stand ano- 
. ther examination. In case of disobedience, or of repeated 
exercise of authority of this kind without’ atiy visible: good 
effect, or of habitual insufficiency to maintain: his standing in 
ps class, the Faculty may degrade any: Stuilerit to ‘aminferior 
class, 


Sectrox 4, When any Student shall have made himself a 
very suspicions, an obnoxious, or a dangérous member of the 
Institution, by a course of. froward, idle, extravagant, dissi- 
pated, refractory, qüarrelsome: conduct, só that he is not 

‘likely to be reclaimed, arid his connexion with the College ta 
he useful to himself and creditable. to thé ‘Institution, the 
Faculty are authorized to report the case, ta the Parent ok 
Guardian of the Student, with a request for his immediate re- 
moval; and if such request prove ineffectual, peremptorily to 
dismiss him without formal trial, |
